GAME WARDENS WIN 


A state conservation warden, kill- 


ed in line of duty, today was joint 
winner of a case in the state 
supreme court. He Is Einar John- 
son, who was killed May 17, 1929, 
near Ladysmith while attempting to 
arrest Amio Maisio, Finland, Minn., 
for alleged violation of conservation 
laws. 
Maisio was found guilty of 


third degree manslaughter and is 
serving a seven-year 
term in the 


state prison at Waupun.

son (Jake) Fleagle, reported shot and 
captured at Branson, Mo., today, was 
one of the most sought after crimi- 
nals in the United States. 


He was hunted by police through- 


out the country and the search for 
lim extended into Mexico but 
he 


managed to elude capture for more 
than, two^ years following the holdup 
of the First National bank here May 
23, 1928, which resulted in the kill- 
ing of four men. 


Three of Fleagle's companions in 


the robbery of the bank are dead, 
having .been executed in'this state. 
The .trio—Ralph E. Fleagle, brother 
of Jake; Howard L. Eoyston and 
George J. Abshier—were convicted 
of slaying A. N. Parrish, president 
of the bank and one of the two men' 
shot down as they attempted 
to 


thwart the holdup. 


All three were hanged In July at 


the- state penitentiary in Canon City. 


Jake Fleagle was implicated in 


the robbery of the bank and the sub- 
sequent murders, two of which took 
place in Kansas while posses Ecourn- 
ed "hundreds of miles~of 
western 


Kansas and eastern Colorado "bad 
lands" for a trace of-the bandits, by 
his brother in a confession made at 
Colorado Springs a year ago last 
July.t The confession led to the ar- 
rest of Royston and Abshier, the

in a peculiar way actually are sha- 
dows. 


Each line represents are absence 


on the photographic plate of a cer- 
tain wave length of the sun's light, 
missingjjecause It '.as been absorbed 
by some, but not all, of the sun's 
atoms lying in view of the camera 
eye. These atoms change their ways 
of absorbing light according to tem- 
peratures and many other conditions, 
:o that a spectrum Is really a photo 
of what atoms are doing in great 
masses. 


One set of lines, Dr. Mitchell says, 


reveals in the sun's atmosphere the 
presence of a layer of iron vapor 
500 miles deep. 


Other lines show a different Iron 


vapor only 240 miles deep. The dif- 
ferences are due to the fact that Iron 
does not all vaporize in one explosive 
flash at a single temperature level. 
Some of the iron atoms get "excited" 
as the astronomers say, and begin to 
glow and show lines at one temperat- 
ure, while others are not fully apor- 
ized until higher temperatures. The 
lower iron vapor layer on the sun re- 
presents higher temperatures. 


This kind of reading- of the earth's 


upper layers is hindered by the lack 
of light from terrestrial atmosphere.

Facing an imperative need for the 


relief of congested conditions at Ap- 
pleton high school, the committee on 
education has been authorized by the 
board of education to work on the 
lormation of a committee of citizens 
to study the problem and report to 


. the board as soon as possible. 


With the present emollment of the 


high school 980, almost 200 more 
students than th? school can accom- 
modate, and an estimated increase of 
60 pupils in 1931-32, the board feels 
that it is time that a site for a new 
building be acquired so that a new 
Oiigh school can be built as soon as 
it is necessary and as soon as it is 
possible for the city to finance such 
a building program. Because there is 
a great difference of opinion among 
citizens as to the location of the new 
building, and on the need for a new 
building rather ttun the alteration 
of the present school, it was decided 
wise to name a citizen's committee 
to work on the matter. 
It was pointed out in 
statistics 


presented by H. H. Helble, principal 
of the high school, that the increase 
in pupil, in the public schools this 
year suceeds 250, and that this in- 
crease will be reflected in the high 
school in future years, causing con- 
ditions that will be detrimental to 
the welfare of pupils, educationally 
and physically. 
OVERCROWDED NOW—HELBLE 


Mr.- Helble declares that the pres- 


tent economies are being maintained 
at the expense of the student, as 
*he curtailing or abandonment of 
general assembly periods, necessary- 
in the interests of safety, health and 
schedule limitations, sacrifices school 
unity, school spirit and even loyalty. 
Classes are overloaded this year, and 
;with the anticipated increase two ad- 
ditional teachers will be necessary 
1 Best year. There are as many as 47 


and, 48 pupils in some classes this 
year, whereas the normal 'class roll 
should be 30. 


Although up to 1925 four grades of 


liigh school, with 1080 pupils, were 
maintained in the present building, 
this is not possible now because of 
the :new scheduling and because of 
the absence'of the barracks or tem- 
porary buildings used years ago. For- 
"merly classes such, as physics, chem- 
istry, artr manual training, 
book- 


keeping and typewriting met for two 
liours daily; now- the single period 
basis for each class is used, which 
jtakes more room. 


• _ Figures presented T~y Mr. Helble 
„ showed that there are 980 pupils in 


the high school at the present time 
1—250 seniors, 343 juniors, 384 so- 
phomores and three specials—and 
that an enrollment of 1040 is estimat- 
ed for 1931-32. The estimated enroll- 
ment will include 310 seniors, 330 
juniors and 400 sophomores. The 
•ninth grade enrollment this year is 
435, registered in 168 classes. 
In 


3.931-32.180 classes are estimated. 


At present there are 40 high school 


teacher. ,-37 full time and three part 
time; nest year it is" estimated two 
additional full time teachers must be 
, engaged. There were 257 graduates in 
' 1329, and 227 in 1930; 240 are esti- 


mated f r the next spring, and 300 
for the class of 1932.

Holds Arthur Knoll Had No

The state supreme court today af- 


firmed a decision by Judge Theodore 
Berg in municipal court in June, 
1928, in which Judge Berg had di- 
rected a verdict dismissing the suit 
of Arthur, Knoll, Appleton, for dam- 
ages of $2,000 against the Minneapo- 
lis, St. Paul and Sault Ste.

DEPRESSION HAS ITS USES 
If the business depression that has 


been riding us for the last few months 
had,done nothing else, it1 at least has 
provided a stopper for a. lot'of the bunk 
and hot air-that had been infesting the 
land in brighter days. ,The easy optim- 
ism of the old __ days of prosperity is 
gone, and in its place there is emerg- 
ing an attitude of self-criticism and 
skepticism that is a great deal more 
wholesome. Up to the stock market 
disaster of October 1, -1929, the sky 
was the limit. People-who were old 


> enough to know better -went around 
assuring everybody that we had en- 
tered, into a. new era, in which_ depres- 
sion, panic and disaster would be no 
more. All tears were to' be' wiped 
away, all account books would balance 


" eternally, and prices, wages, produc- 
tion schedules and the spirits of man- 
kind were to keep on rising forever. 
There was almost an apocalyptical 
character to these prophecies and rev- 
elations. 


We are a little bit wiser now, ap- 


_ parently. This kind of talk is not 


heard quite so freely; and in that fact 
lies the one great benefit which this 
extremely unpleasant depression - is 
bringing. It is impossible to 
make 


much progress when you discount all 
obstacles in advance. Success of any 
kind is only to be ha'd by hard work 
and deep thought. Providence, in its 
Inscrutable 
wisdom, has not. yet. 


reached the point where itjs going to 
hand the sons of men all the riches of 
earth, on a sliver platter—not even in 
the United States. But hard work and 
deep thinking, oddly enough, were not 
very popular in the period that ended 
with the great Wall Street crash. In- 
stead, we gave our attention to the 
glib talker, to the bluffer, to the man 
who could see nothing ahead of us 
but a clear track and green signal 
lights. Eight now we are paying for 
it 


Of course, if we simply sit back now 


and wail about the ^cruelty of fate, the 
depression is not going to do its any 


" good. But if we realize that the bluffer 
and the high pressure artist have out- 
lived their usefulness, we shall be able 
to buckle down and pave the way for 
a real return to prosperity. The field 
of economics is one of. the most com- 
plicated fields there is. It holds out 
tantalizing possibilities, now and then; 
the last half-dozen years, for instance, 
came fairly close to fulfilling all of the 
gaudy promises that the boosters were 
making. To find out just what the 
margin may be between the promise 
and the reality, and to learn how this 
margin may be wiped out—these are 
tasks calling for the best brains the 
country has. Our present attitude is 
favorable to the impartial study that 
such tasks will require. The old at- 
titude was not. In the long run the 
hard times of 1930 will probably be 
recognized as a salutary experience- 
even though they are pretty hard to 
put up with right now. 


NOT MUCH HELP 


The Chicago Crime commission on 


Oct. 1 asked 4,500 representative citi- 
zens and business inea to contribute 
something toward the expense of the 
campaign against the "public enemies." 
That was a natural thing to do because 
the class appealed to had seemed very- 
much in earnest about suppressing 
crime and ^redeeming the city's repu- 
tation. It was announced the other 
day by the chairman of the commission 
that less than $3,000 had been received. 
That was about 60 cents apiece from 
the representative citizens to put the 
enemies in jail. In the meantime the 
enemies., of whom a few had been ar- 
rested, had raised more than $125,000 
for bail to get them out of jail. Coin- 
paring these figures, the crime com- 
mission confesses that at is somewhat 
discouraged. When crime wins in any 
city, it is because the criminals are 


more on the job than honest citizens, 
and more 
willing to put up their 


money. 


SPOILING THE SCENERY 


The automobile touring season of 


1930 is just about over; and if you 
asked the average tourist for his chief 
impression of the scenery along his 
vacation drive the chances are that he 
would mention the great national ec- 
zema of advertising signs along the 
highways. Looking back over a sum- 
mer spent largely on the highways, one 
recalls these 
signboards in a dizzy, 


ever-multiplying panorama. They make 
the approaches to our cities hideous 
and they mar one's enjoyment of quiet 
country roads; they intrude upon pleas- 
ant vistas of inland lakes, they dot the 
white-fringed seashore and they plant 
themselves at the feet of lofty, snow- 
tipped mountains; and the long-suffer- 
ing American continues to endure them 
without a protest. 


A recent issue of the Roadside Bul- 


letin, a little magazine published by 
the American Nature association, con- 
tains a series of pictures of roadside' 
advertising signs, and the series "is 
enough to make the reader doubt the - 
collective sanity of the^ American pub- 
lic. 
With a magnificent continent 


criss-cfossed by excellent roads, and 
with the entire population on wheels 
ready to go out and enjoy these roads, 
we permit commercial interests to mar 
the scenery, desecrate the open couir- 
try and inflict monotonous ugliness on 
us from one seacoast to the other. 


A number of states have tried to 


remedy matters by law; but the law, 
in this case, is rather ineffective. You 
can prohibit the erection of signs on 
the highway itself, and' you can keep 
them, from being placed in the vicinity 
of railroad grade crossings—but that is 
about all. You cannot keep a needy 
farmer from renting a vacant lot to 
some over-zealous advertiser. You 
cannot keep a man from smearing an 
ugly sign across the side of his barn. 
You cannot keep the owner of some 
dilapidated eye-sore of an abandoned 
grairTelevator or rundown factory from 
plastering it with screaming posters. 


Why do we put up with it, anyway? 


Is there something radically wrong 
with our aesthetic sense, that we per- 
mit these signboards to litter our coun- 
tryside in such profusion? No country 
offers its motorists such a lovely vari- 
ety of tours to choose from; and no 
country permits its tours to be spoiled 
as we permit the billboard, the hot- 
dog stand and the filling station to 
spoil ours. The remedy, of course, lies 
not in law but in an aroused public 
opinion. The problem really could be 
disposed of quite easily. If Americans 
generally would vow not to buy of ad- 
vertisers who deface the landscape 
'with billboards, the nuisance would die 
overnight.

THE POWER OF VIRGIL 


If contemporary poets are inclined 


to scoff at Virgil, whose anniversary is 
being celebrated everywhere, set it« 
down to' ignorance, and ask them if 
they think the world will be celebrating 
their birth 2,000 years from now. Vir- 
gil, a great literary critic once wrote, 
is "the author who has had most in- 
fluence on mankind." That judgment 
may be truer than the blurb on the 
cover of any volume of poems we are 
likely to see this season. 


Though Virgil's language is dead, he 


still has living readers in every civil- 
ized country. People still learn the 
language to enjoy his poems. How 
great he is let^Tennyson tell, as he 
told the Mantauans, Virgil's fellow- 
townsmen, on the 1900th anniversary 
of the poet's death:

any serious risk or inconvenience. 


Probably many doctors -mil decline 


at *irst to admit that such treatment 
is advisable, or some of them will 
actually condemn it. But remember 
the mossbacfcs took just that attituflo 
toward chemical obliteration of -rari- 
cose veins only a year or two ago.

Washington. 


They convinced Legge that he was 
on the wrong- track; at least I pre- 
sume they did, for Legge^quit.

BUT FARMERS GET 


LESS FOR PRODUCT 


Producers Receiving 3 Cents 


a Quart for Product, Test- 
ing 3.5 Per Cent 


BY \V.F. WINSEY 


Inquiries 
addressed In this city 


and to milk producers about the city 
showed that the flow ot milk on the 
farms has been cut down to three* 
fourths of normal by the drouth 
and the consequent shortage of pas- 
ture. The farmers are getting: three 
cents and a small fraction of a cent 
per quart for 3.5 per cent milk and 
the consumers are paying ten cents 
per quart. None of the farmers are 
having their cows tested for milk 
and butterfat production and there- 
fore, have no check on their individ- 
ual cows nor herds nor on the tests 
written on their milk checks upon 
•which their payments for milk are 
used. 


In more prosperous times farmers 


supplying Appleton with milk got 
four cents per quart for milk and 
the city consumer paid eight cents 
per quart. 


It appeared from the Investiga- 


tion that the farmer price of milk 
gradually drops in proportion to the 
decrease In production and that the 
consumers price remains at the high 
est elevations attained. 


Other inquiries addressed to the 


same farmers, showed that because 
it will not keep and cannot be stored 
growers are now forced to sell their 
crops of early cabbage considerably 
below the cost of production. After 
planting their beds, plowing, drag- 
ging, fertilizing, cultivating 
their 


fields all summer, cutting, loading 
and hauling- ther early cabbage to 
market, the growers are now getting 
four dollars per ton for their crop.

Walter H. Wieckert Gets 32 


Bushels from Planting of 
Eight Acres 


BY W. F. WINSEY 


Walter H. Wieckert, proprietor of 


Wieckert Farm, route 4, has thresh- 
ed 32 bushels of the cleanest and 
best alfalfa seed ever produced on his 
farms. Beside being free from the 
seed of noxious weeds and 
being 


plump and of excellent color, Wleck- 
ert's seed Is a hardy strain adapted 
to the soils and climate of Wisconsin. 
His crop of this year was produced 
from seed grown on his own farm. 
He has been raising and sowing his 
own seed the past five years. His 
32 bushels this year was the product 
of eight acres from which he cut the 
first stand for hay. 


Wieckert Is one of the largest and 


most successful grower* of 
alfalfa 


and sweet clovjer In this part of the 
state. A year ago he harvested 175 
loads of alfalfa hay and pastured 65 
cattle on 30 acres of sweet clover all 
summer. The past summer he har- 
vested almost as much alfalfa hay as 
last year and supported his herd all 
summer on about thirty acres of 
sweet clover. Barnyard manure, he 
says, with good seed and a good seed 
bed makes alfalfa reliable and a larg- 
er producing crop In Wisconsin. 


To market the surplus of his alfal- 


fa seed, Wieckert will probably be 
guided by the suggestions of Prof. R. 
A. Moore, agronomist of the 
Wis- 


consin College of Agriculture. 


Moore suggests that any 
farmer 


laving- alfalfa seed of his own rals- 
ng in quantity send samples of his 
seed to A. N. Stone of the College of 
Agriculture for inspection, that the 


eed be listed in the seed pamphlet of 
Wisconsin Experiment Association to 
be issued soon, and that the seed be 
marketed under the brand, "Wiscon- 
sin Grown Alfalfa Seed." 


For home alfalfa growers a more 


popular brand could be adopted than 
the one suggested by Prof. Moore.

satisfactory 
to paint than those 


turned pith side out because there 
Is less danger of the grain shelling 
out Selection by kinds of grain Is 
difficult . -when purchasing many 
kinds of lumber, however, because 
as a rule only lumber cut from very 
large trees can be economically sep- 
arated In this -way. 


"Knots and pitch play a large part 


In the grading of lumber. 
Since 


they give trouble In. painting, the 
select grades of lumber -which per- 
mit few defects are more satisfac- 
tory to paint than the common 
grades. Knots in both, •white and 
yellow pines seem to be more ob- 
jectionable from the 
viewpoint of 


painting than sound knots In woods 
like the cedars, hemlocks, white fir 
and larch."

In nearly all European countriei 


the railroads have adopted radio re- 
ceivers as virtual standard equip 
ment in passenger trains. Canadian 
railroads have been radioized, -'with 
both the Canadian National and tbj 
Grand Trunk offering their passen 
gers the choice of several broadcas 
programs while the trains are.annl 
hilating distance at the rate of a mill 
a minute. 


MOSTLY EXPERIMENTAL 


But in this country only a," few" o: 


the roads, notably the Great North 
ern and the Chicago Milwaukee have 
installed receiving sets on certain of 
their trains.
